TROUT AND FLIES 


SUPERSTITIONS THAT ANGLERS IN- 


VARIABLY FOLLOW. 


An Angler Diflcourfies on the Taboos of 


the Sacri'd "Fish—Th«ro Seems to Bo !Sfe 
Reason Why Oilier Unit Thau Flica May 
Not Be lifted ill Hooking Trout. 


Angling on the Itchen, the Test and all 


other fashionable trout streams is governed 
by a rigid law that the fly is the only pei- 
missible lure. No sportsman questions the 
tradition, which indeed is so thoroughly 
established that the very poacher in the 
dead of night would blush at the thought 
of using anything grosser than an alder. 


Nearly all etiquettes, howsoever difficult 


it may be to perceive what originally gave 
rise to them, are rational at bottom; but 
this one seems an exception. There is no 
obvious reason why worm or gentles or the 
Alexandra fly or even minnow should be 
tabooed. At least there is none that we 
can see. 


Perhaps if one were venturesome enough 


to ask a Hampshire fisherman in what 
respect a minnow is offensive, we should 
be told that it falls into the water with a 
shocking splash. The splash is undeniable; 
but surely it is an inadequate explanation 
of the taboo. A minnow is not the only 
thing that splashes. 
We have seen the 


lightest dry fly splash abominably, to the 
obvious terror of the trout; and the Hamp- 
shire fisherman himself splashes, for he in- 
variably wades, and in that act disturbs 
the water in half an hour more than all 
the minnows in the tackle shops could pos- 
sibly do in a day. 


It is equally impossible to think that the 


objectionable characteristic of the minnow 
is Hint it is too killing, The minnow is not 
killing at all. lie who could do any good 
with a minnow in the pellucid waters of a 
chalk stream would be an artist of incom- 
parable skill. The trout usually flee an 
angler's minnow in a perturbation com- 
pared \\ith which the author of "Salome's" 
displeasuie with the lord chamberlain is 
equanimity. Can it be, then, that in ta- 
booing the minnow our fishermen aie 
making a virtue of a necessity, and not 
countenancing it merely because it is use- 
less? Wo might incline to this conjecture, 
if it were not that the best managed dry 
fly is usually useless too. Why are our 
modem fishermen so fastidious aa to the 
means by which they achieve failure? 


Humiliation on the gentle makes the 


subject datker titan ever. Indeed gentles, 
which m.iy be defined as maggots, wasp 
giubs, caddis or any other white creeping 
things, are treated according to a code of 
angling moials which is quite inexplicably 
arbitrary. 
You must not use a gentle 


when it is a "stone bait," but you do a 
highly meritorious action when ten min- 
utes afterwaul, he has taken to himself 
the wings of the greendrake and you seme 
him to adorn a tail. You must not use a 
maggot from the butchers; but you are at 
liberty to put a bit of white leather on a 
fly hook, and that oddly enough ia some- 
times a lure more deadly than the gentle, 
ot which it is intended to be an imitation 
You must not use an Alexandra, but no- 
body will hinder you from working with 
n 3-iuch Jock Scott if you are fool enough, 
to piefev that means of failure. 


Theie is, however, a reason for this par- 


ticular taboq 
It is founded upon a wis- 


dom akin to that of Theophile Gautier's 
cat, which, hearing a parrot speak, re- 
marked reflectively! "This is not a bird. 
This is a gentleman. Listen to his conver- 
sation!" In the estimate of the consoles 
tious fisherman, the Alexandra fly is not a 
fly. It is a minnow. Its dressing of feath- 
ers looks like wings, but there are three 
hooks underneath, and when the thing is 
in the water it has the appearance of a 
green minnow, 


Thus fai the philosophy of the taboo is 


unimpeachable; but we can gp no f urthei'. 
The Alexandra's resemblance to a minnow 
Is no closer thau^hat of a brown hackle to 
a spider, which is so little close that we 
have the audacity tp doubt whether the 
trout feels himself to be rising at a, spider 
wheu we feel that it is a spider we are of- 
feting him. What cause indeed have we 
to believe that fish take our lures in the 
spirit in which they are given? Is it not 
pretty well ascertained that there is no fly, 
no shrimp, no prawn which has any like- 
ness to the blue devils, the tlmnder-aud- 
lightnings and other engines on which 
salmon \v illingly im pale themselves ? What 
can a trout be thinking of when it snaps at 
a parr tail? Let us hope that anglers will 
not allow this so called Nineteenth century 
to pass away with the premises of their 
science unrevised. It is high time they 
were considering the possibility that fish 
take some lures merely for the fun of the 
thing, or by way of lesenting an insult, 
and not because the lures seem something 
good to eat. 


Having gone so far in heresy, we may as 


well say a word for the worm. Any one 
caught in the act of fishing in Hampshire 
with a wci m would be promptly expelled 
by his club. As he would have broken the 
rules, that would serve the rascal right; 
but really the taboo of the worm is, like 
crimes' acts in the eyes of the Liberal par- 
ty when it is the other party which has 
passed them, a means of turning innocence 
into wrong. 


The worm in itself is inoffensive. Very 


often, especially on a bright summer day, 
it would bo less of a failure than a fly usu- 
ally is, but that should not be accounted 
to its discredit. The streams on which it 
is forbidden are so well stocked that no 
harm would be done, although all the ffsh- 
prmpn on them tried worm now anci t>ipn. 
and succeeded as often and as abundantly 
fls their skill permitted, Successful worm 
fishing in a clear stream is no mean art, 
It might be rated higher tuan success with 
the dry fly, for while it is true that the 
trout as a rule prefer a worm to an in- 
sect, it is also true that to cast a worm so 
as to attract the fish ismuch moredifficult 
than to "place" a dry fly neatly.—London 
5aturday Review.

Physicians Centuries Ago. 


In some countries, where physicians did 


not thrive, sick people were placed on the 
roadside, that travelers who had suffered 
with like maladies might suggest reme- 
dies. 


Such crude efforts were supplanted at 


Rome b/ shops in which various drugs 
and medicines were sold. Then, as now, 
quacks abounded, and the government, for 
the protection of tho people, ordered that 
all remedies should bear a label declaring 
the character of the medicine, the name of 
its inventor, the sickness for which it was 
prepared, with a list of its ingredients and 
lull directions as to the way in which it 
should be taken. 


For disordeis of the stomach a favorite 


prescription was to the effect that the suf- 
ferer should read aloud in a clear, distinct 
tone some book or speech and then take 
moderate exercise. 


Physicians were divided, as now, into 


various classes of specialists—doctors for 
the eye, for the throat, etc. Even in those 
qld dfiys women practiced medicine, al- 
though they did not reach prominence in 
the profession. 


Surgeons used various instruments, re- 


sembling in some measure those of today. 
They had ear probes, syringes, instruments 
for cutting bones, and the like. In very 
early times dentists came into notice, and 
an ancient author refers to "gold fillings."

its owner counted thirty, the oven was just 
right for the proper baking o£ pies. If the 
hand was scorched the oven was left open 
for a few minutes to cool off. After the 
pies and cake came the bread, and then 
(for we wire Connecticut Yankees) tho pot 
of beans and the loaf of rye and Indian 
bread were put in to bake for the Satur- 
day night's supper and the Sunday dinner. 
Many beans have I eaten elsewhere in 
many parts of our land, but never did 
beau have the game flavor, never did pork 
have the same crispness or brown bread 
the same richness as used to be produced 
in the old family brick oven.

Spelling by Electricity. 


A decided novelty in the electrical line is 


an "illuminating speller," which was used 
at the graduating exercises of the Colum- 
bia university law class, Washington. 
It is nothing more or less than, a ma- 
chine which spells words and can even ba 
made to construct entire sentences. It 
consists of any dt sired number of boxes 
ranged side by side and made light tight 
except in front, where they are covered 
with letter transparencies cut from ordi- 
nary cardboard and having tissue papei of 
different colors pasted over them. In each 
box is a 10-candle powerincandeseent lamp. 


In the present instance the "speller," 


which was driven by a little one-eighth 
horse power motor, makes about eight revo- 
lutions a minute. It is a cylinder about 
fourteen inches 
in diameter, 
around 


which are placed any given number of 
brass strips of different lengths, and con- 
nected with a transverse strip which runs 
to the boxes. Asthiscyclmderis revolved, 
it throws the cnri ent into one box after 
the other, flashine the light on, and thus 
spelling out the words. The sentence can 
be left in illumination any time, and can 
also IJe flaalied backward by means of a re- 
versing switch. It would seem that such 
a device as this might have many uses of 
great value besides enlivening the exer- 
cises of a graduating class.—New York 
Post.

far througl tho diplomatists of Europe - 


Sir Rieho rd, a keen observer who, though, 


liable to dl illkes, weighed the great per- 
sonages of France in a careful balance, 
sluuacl ror i moment in his friends'impres 
sion, but 8 fter a few minutes' watchful- 
ness decldidthat they were wrong "that 
Louis Nap( leon was himself the diug, and 
that evei y one who came in contact with 
him was b< and to yield to Its influence " 
So Btroiig \ as his impression that he evi 
dently regi etted in attei life his failure to 
warn his political acquaintances but at 
the time he was restrained by the dread of 
ridicule

A Remarkable Experience In the Moun- 


tains of Hawaii—A MnrderOTH Plant 
That Often Catuei a Horrible Death. 
A Natur»U»t'» Story. 


! In the latter part of the year 18671 was 
commissioned by the Belgian government 
to find a certain rare wandering plant that 
was believed to grow on the higher slopes 
of Mauna Kea, a large extinct volcano sit- 
uated in the northern part o£ Hawaii. I 
had a statiotO>ullt on ona ot the wooded 
slopes of the mountain, far away from any 
other habitation My only companion was 
a native who had lived all hid life on this 
part of the island. About twice a month 
he would visit the seacoast to obtain need- 
ful supplies for our camp This native, 
who said that his ancestors were "big 
chiefs," whose bones lay secretly buried m 
caves on the mountain sides, waa very old, 
although he could climb canyons and scale 
lava cliffs with wonderful agility. 


During one of my botanizing excursions 


I passed by the mouth of a narrow canyon, 
or gorge, and I asked Pill, the old native, 
if he had ever explored the same. Pili 
suddenly became interested in his pipe and 
didn't know anything about the gulch and 
didn't understand what Ijfatd 
This was 


rather strange in Pill, for natives general- 
ly know every rock and tree In the section 
where they live, and I knew Pili was lying 
when he said he did not understand me 


So naturally I determined to examine 


Into the mysterious ravine 
Some time 


after this I was walking with Pill down, a 
gentle slope when I saw a number of bones 
Pili stopped 
He walked back a few rods

vapor, a column of visible fog or smoke

gazed at the spectral column

ground It had the appearance of a phos 
phoiescent flame and gradually became 
fainter as it ascended 
Your imagination 


will have to picture the unearthly phenom- 
enon 
Pili pulled at my arm and in si- 


lence we left the spot, and we did not loiter 
by the wayside 


As I was looking for a simple plant and 


not blood curdling manifestations, I was 
inclined to break camp and leave But by 
morning my nerves were in better order, 
and I went back to the scene of the evening 
adventure 
I could find no clew to the 


mystery and the matter gradually went

THE official statement of the head 


of the Government Bureau of Statis- 
tics giving the results of a comparison 
of the foreign trade of this country 
under the old and new tariffs is at- 
tracting a good deal of attention 
Summarized, some of the leading re- 
sults of this comparison are as follows: 
First, the revenue has been reduced 
$51,367,650 ; second, there has been 
an increase in the total value of our 
commerce of $210,540,510, as com- 
pared with 1890, and an increase of 
$400,357,534 over the annual average 
of the ten years prior to 1891, third, 
in 1892 the exports for the first time 
in our history exceeded a billion dol- 
lars, being $1,030,278,030, which was 
$172,449,346 more than in 1890, and 
1265,142,533 in excess of the average 
annual value of exports, for ten years 
previous to 1891, fourth, the increase 
in exports of cotton over 1890 was 
$7,492,449 and $36,772,912 over the 
annual average for ten years; fifth, 
the exports of breadstuffs for 1892 
exceeded the value of the same exports 
in 1890 by the sum of $144,437,190, 
and exceeded the average annual value 
for the ten years prior to 1891 by the 
sura of $131,206,224, sixth, the value 
of the exports of provisions in 1892 
exceeded the value of like exports in 
1890, $4,097,653, and the average an- 
nual value for the ten years prior to 
1891 
by the sum of $27,703,532; 


seventh, the exports of cattle, sheep, 
and Logs in 1892 exceedid the value ol 
like exports during 1890 by the sum of 
$3,211,031, and exceeded the average 
annual value of the same exports for 
the ten years prior to 1891 by the sum 
of $20,283,071, eighth, the combined 
value of exports of cotton, breadstuffs, 
provisions, cattle, sheep and hogs, all 
classed as agricultural products ol 
1892, exceeded the exports of 1890 by 
the sum of $159,238,323, and exceed 
ed the average annual value of the ten 
years mentioned by the sum of $215, 
965,639, ninth, the exports of al 
other products in 1892 exceeded thos 
of 1890 by the sum of $11,199,800
